LEADS HER CLASS. 


Edith M. Griffen Surpasses All 


Others to Be Graduated 
from McKinley High 
School. 


HAS NO VAIN REGRETS. 


Forgets Loss of Sight and De- 
votes Time to Studies and 
Many Accomplish- 
ments. 


Among the seventy graduates from the 
McKinley High school Thursday night will 
be a sweet faced blind girl, leas than 20 yeare 
old, who never has seen the sky nor the 
trees, nor the flowers, nor qhe faces of her 
father, mother, brothers, and sisters since 
she was 20 months old. — 

And this girl is one of the happiest in Chi- 
cago. As she told the story of her life yes- 
terday her cheerful manner impressed one 
“with the thought that here was a grievously 
afflicted person who was harassed by no vain 
regrets. 

When Edith M. Griffen, this blind girl, is 
graduated it will be at the head of her class. 
Her knowledge of the higher branches has 
surpassed that of all her competitors, though 
handicapped through the inability to see. 

Tells of Her Accomplishments. 

Among, her acconrp „ educational 
and otherwise, she enumefated the following 
as she sat with her hand in her father’s in 
the front room of thelr residence - 231 
Honoré etreet: 

A student of Latin and Greek. 

Speaks French and German. 

Writes essays on philosophical works by Herbert 
Spencer, Thoreau, and others. 

Is a pianist of more than ordinary ability, «+ 

Dances and plays cards. 

Writes on the typewriter. N 

Se wa, makes beds, sets the table, and does other 
house work. 

Has written essays om legends, folklore, and 
mythology. 

Miss Griffen was sitting in a darkened cor- 
ner of the parlor with a young man when a 
visitor called in the afternoon.’ She was 
introduced by her father, A. M. Griffen, an 
attorney, whose affectionate manner toward 
his daughter indicated in some degree the 
atmosphere of Jove that has surrounded her 
since infancy, 

Has No Vain Regrets. 

“There is nothing so remarkable about it 
when one alwaye has been blind,“ said the 
girl. “I never could see after the measies

tegrets. I am cheerful all day long and 
have plenty to occupy’ my mind and leisure 
moments. 

“I played much the same as other children 
and ran about the yard and the street un- 
accompanied. But I don't do that now. 

“When I was 8 years old my education 
began with the study of music. I took my 
first lessons from Margaret Conway, a 
teacher for the blind who came to the house. 
She introduced me to the Braille system of 
raised characters and taught me a little 


arithmetic. 

“After two years of this inistitiokion I 
went to the school for the blind at Janesville, 
ly for one term. I got lone- 
some. When 11 years old I was attending 
Brooks’ private school and advanced so far 
as the fourth grade had I been in public 
school. Then I went to the Clark school, 
Ashland avenue and Seventeenth street. 
My younger brother Arthur always accom- 
panied me and.assisted me with my lessons 
when my father and mother did not. 


Writes Lessons on Typewriter. 

I would be given the lesson for the next 
day, and then the folks at home would read 
it to me. I would copy it off in the Braille 
language, study it and typewrite it. I have 
a Braille typewriter, and also one with the 
regular alphabet that 1 use in my studies 
and writing. I left the Clark school for the 
Marquette, and was graduated from the 
grammar department two years ago.“ 

“Her wonderful memory has been @ 
great assistance to ber,” said her father. 
I would read seven or eight pages of history 
to her, and she would be able to repeat most 
of it. She is more fond of the heavier class 
of literature t fan fiction. She takes much 
interest in John Fish and Herbert Spencer, 
and this afternon I have been reading to her 
from Thoreau.” 

Miss Griffen said that of all her studies she 
was most fond of languages and geometry. 

I enjoy going to the opera, too, she said. 
„ don't know as I have any favorite. The 
last I went to was ‘ The Bohemian Girl.’ I 
like to dance and I like to play cards, Most 
of all, I enjoy going to the amusement parks 
and chuting the chutes or riding on the scenic 
railroad. The rush through the air is a splen- 
did sensation.” 

Aided by Blind Teacher. 

Miss Griffen and her father spoke appre- 
ciatively of the work of John Curtis, super- 
intendent of the blind department of the pub- 
lic schools. He also is blind, but has visited 
Miss Griffen once each week to assist her. 

C. M. Hutchinson, a young man who hag 
been assisting Miss Griffen with her studies, 
said she has the happiest disposition of any 
girl he knew 

Lou never would think she fs bund,“ he 
said. ‘‘ She goes to many dances, and some- 
times she plays the accompaniments. She 

can play a good hand of euchre, California 
‘atk or cinch, the cards being marked in the 
corners with Braille oharacters.

Ex-Janitor of Hospital Now Be- 
ing Investigated Reports

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charges that she had caused the burning 
of the bodies of five babies in @ stove were 
made yesterday against Mrs. Emma Bren- 
decke, proprietor of a hospital of questiona- 
ble repute at 2789 West Adams street. 
Whether the babies were alive or dead when 
placed in the furnace is not known. An in- 
vestigation will be undertaken to discover, if 
possible, whether the charge of murder is 
to be added to the alleged violation of the 
health laws. 

This latest and most serious charge against 
the woman whose institution is in process 
of investigation by Judge Chetlain was made 
by Joseph Grinberg, a former janitor at the 
hospital. In an affidavit laid before the 
police he declares that on five different occa- 
sions he found the charred body of an in- 
fant in the stove. In all cases the babies 
were born on the premises. 

Even were the infants dead, this disposi- 
tion of the bodies is irregular under the 
statute that requires all deaths to be re- 
ported to the health department, and that 
burial permits be obtained. The violation of 
the statute constitutes a criminal offense. 


Dr. Evans to Hear Complaints. 

The complaint was laid before Lieut. Andy 
Rohan at central detective headquarters in 
the afternoon. That official declined to take 
any interest in the charges. He referred 
the complainants to the health department, 
and arrangements were made later to lay 
the matter before Commissioner Evans at 
10 o'clock this morning. 

This is the third grave charge preferred 
against Mrs. Brendecke within two weeks. 
In Judge Chetlain’s court she was accused 
of keeping Dora Polatsky a prisoner in the 
institution for several months under cruel 
conditions. The girl was released and placed 
in the care of Dr. J, H. How at the Irene How 
sanitarium, Jackson boulevard and Honoré 
street. Last week Edna Warner of Mo- 
mence, III., added another charge of having 
deen cruelly treated and held à prisoner by 
Mrs. Brendecke.

Tells of Bribe Offer. 

Since the first intimation of scandals in the 
place Mrs. Brendecke has been doing her best 
to hush up-the Investigation. According to 
Dr. How, Grinberg was given $10 to entice 
the Polatsky girl from the sanitarium.

Grinberg and the girl made arrangements to 
accept the offer, but the janitor was led to 
confess his knowledge of the agreement to 
Dr. How. As the girl is a ward of cou 
at present, the bribe offer will be investigated 
by Judge Chetlain as an act of contempt 
of his court. 

Grinberg does not speak much English, and 
his affidavit was made through an interpreter 
and sworn to in the presence of Dr. How. 
who is a notary public. He said he had been 
employed in the Brendecke house several 
months as a janitor and man of all work. 
He named five different dates prior to last 
January on which he discovered the body 
of an infant in the stove. He never saw one 
put into the fire, this being done when he 
was away. But on returning and attending 
to the stove he would discover the charred 
remnant of a body and take it out. 


Patrolman Gets Burned Body. 

On one occasion the janitor says h® took 
the half-burned body of a baby to a feigh- 
boring saloonkeeper and asked him to de- 
liver it to the police. The saloonkeeper gave 
the body to the patrolman on the beat, who 
took it away without expressing surprise or 
asking any questions. Later the police were 
informed that the body came from Mrs. 
Brendecke’s, but ho investigation wag made.

A few minutes later a shout went up and 
railway hands began running from all di- 
rections toward the surface platform.

CITY EXAMINING ENGINEERS.

Names of New Electrician and Gas In- 
spector Also May Be Announced to 
Council Tonight. 


Mayor Busse will name a new board of ex- 
amining engineers at the city council this 
evening. He did not expect last night to go 
any farther in the way of making appoint- 
ments. A city electrician and a gas in- 
spector may be appointed, but if they are the 
selections will be made today. 

The board of examining engineers is one 
of those political boards that nobody ever 
hears much of. The present secretary is 
George L. McConnell, who was at the head 
of the Dunne campaign propaganda when 
Mr. Dunne ran for mayor the first time.

FATALITIES NOT SO MANY. |. 


Use of Tetanus Antitoxin Great- 
ly Reduces Number of Loek- 
jaw Cases.

The health department issued warning yes- 
terday against dangers incident to the cele- 
bration of July 4. : 

While the introduction of tetanus anti- 
toxin has reduced greatly the number ef 
deaths due to explosions of fireworks, toy 
pistols, and giant crackers, there still is need 
for great precautiong, the department main- 
tains, because of carelessness of persons 
wounded, 

The value of the tetanus antitoxin is cited, 
but the health department emphasizes the 
fact that a physician always should be called. 
ro matter how slight the injury. Otherwise, 
it is said, the lockjaw germ may get a foot- 
hold and cause death, when the wound would 
have resulted in nothing serious had it been 
properly. 


use of Tetanus a Bacillus. 

“Until the introduction of the tetanus 
antitoxin,“ says the bulletin, “ the depart- 
ment’s efforts were perforce limited to ex- 
plaining the nature of July 4 wounds, the 
cause of lockjaw from such wounds, and ad- 

vice on their first treatment. 

There still is need for repeating such ex- 
planation and advice: 

Lock jaw. or tetanus, is caused by a bacil- 
lus or germ.which exists abundantly in street 
dirt, and especially in and around stables. 
It is inactive so long as exposed to the air, 
but when carried beneath the skin and buried 
in the flesh, as in the wounds caused by bits 
of percussion caps, blank cartridges, or by 
rusty nails, and the air is thus excluded, the 
germ is roused to activity, and produces thé 
most virulent poison known. This is the 
cause of lockjaw. 

Have any July 4 wound, no matter how 
apparently insignificant, dressed by a doc- 
tor, who will know how to cleanse it thor- 
oughly and apply the proper treatment to 
prevent the growth and activity of this bacil- 
lus and the resulting lockjaw. 

„Keep all such wounds open to the air 
until dressed by the doctor. 


Antitoxin Almost Certain Cure. 
Concerning the use of tetanus antitoxin 
it should only be necessary to quote the au- 
thoritative assertion of Director H. D. Pease 
of the antitoxin laboratory of the New York 
state department of health: 

Tetanus infection has never developed 
subsequent to the administration of a pre- 
ventive dose of tetanus antitoxin in this coun- 
try. The practice of using such doses in all 
suspiciqus injuries at the time of dressing 
has become general in hospitals and dispen- 
saries in some sections of the country, and 
their experience in this direction, in what 
must already be thousands of cases, entirely 
supports the statement that tetanus anti- 
toxin administered soon after the infliction 
of an injury affords perfect protection from 
tetanus. 

For small injuries a dose of ten to twenty 
cubic centimeters should be administered sub- 
cutaneously. In extensive injuries with lacer- 
ation of muscles, antitoxin, in either the 
liquid or dried form, should be used locally 
in addition to the Subcutaneous injettions.’ ” 


Warns Against Heat and Ice. 

The bulletin also issues a warning to per- 
sone who are liable to be overcome by heat, 
and against the use of impure ice. 

The warm weather of last week brought an 
incregjse in the etty's death rate. There were 
607 the, while in the week previous there 
were 571. In the week ending June 23, 1906, 
there were only 423 deaths. The annual 
death rate per 1,000 of population for last 
week was 15.02. 

Pneumonia and consumption each caused 
seventy-eix deathe during the seven days. 
There was a big increase in deaths due to 
nervous diseases, thirty-four being victims, 
as against twenty-two in the seven days pre- 
vious.

ASKS ROOSEVELT TO JOIN IN 
CRUSADE FOR “SAFE TRACKS.” 


Becretary of National Union of Railway 
Trackmen Sends Appeal to President 
and Several Governors. 


Kansas City, Mo., June 23.—President 
Roosevelt and the governors of several 
states have been asked to aid the National 
Union of Railway Trackmen in a campaign 
for greater safety in railway travel.

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MOTHERNEARS END:ALONE 


MRS. MARIE UHRNHOLDT, DESERT- 
ED AND OLD, IS STRICKEN. 


Lies Prostrate and Helpless from 
Paralysis Forty-eight Hours Before 
Aid Comes—Aged 72 Years, Her 
Daughter Refuses to See or Take 
Her to Own Residence — Nearing 
Death Lonely Woman Tries to Tell 
ef Life’s Troubles. 


Stricken dumb and helpless with paralysis, 
all but friendless @ deserted by her only 
child, Mrs. Marie rnholdt, a widow, 72 
years old, is fast approaching death in the 
humble little flat in the rear of 638 North 
Campbell avende, where she has lived alone 
many years. ‘ 

The circumstances which brought her to 
her deathbed and the sorrow and loneliness 
of her late years make the story of the aged 
woman's life one of double pathos. She 
was found last week unconscious on the 
floor of her bedroom, almost dead. ‘She 
had been stricken with paralysis fifty-two 
hours before she was found by a neighbor. 

For a time after she regained conscious- 
ness through the attention ef a, physician, 
Mrs. Uhrnholdt, though paralyized on the 
right side, was able to tell of the suffering 
she had undergone and her futile efforts 
to attract the attention of some one to help 
her. 

Tries to Tell Troubles. 

Realizing that she is about to die, Mrs. 
Uhrnholdt attempted last evening to unseal 
her lips to the sorrow she has borne quietly 
for several years, but it was too late. She 
tried to tell the name and address of her 
daughter, who is said to be the wife of a well 
to do lumber merchant and lives in Evanston, 
but her words were incoherent. 

“For years I have known the sad story of 
Mrs. Uhrnholdt's destitution,” . said the 
neighbor who found her helpless. “‘ But she 
was proud, even in her poverty. Shealways 
eanid she hoped some day that her daughter 
would return and comfort her old age. She 
wouldn't tell her daughter’s name. 


Near Death When Found. 

‘When Mrs. Uhrn&oldt was found last Mon- 
day morning she was almost dead. She had 
become unconscious—through God's mercy— 
but not until she had laid there helpless prob- 
ably thirty-five or forty hours 

After she regained consciousness she told 
me how it happened. She could talk pretty 
well then, but her power of speech seems to 
have left her entirely since then. I pounded 
on the floor with my shoe, but no one heard 
me,’ she said. ‘I remember that I was just 
getting up, and that it was Saturday morn- 
ing when I fell helplesstothe floor. At times 
I would fall asleep from exhaustion. When 
night came, O, it was so lonely. Sunday I 
heard the church belle ring, and remember 
night coming a second time, and then I guess 
I became unconscious,’ She told me.” 


Neighbors Tell of Desertion. 

The story: of Mrs. Uhrnholdt’s desertion by 
her daughter seems to be commonly known 
throughout the neighborhood. 

“ Mrs. Uhrnholdt is Danish, and old fash- 
loned. Her daughter's maiden name was 
Nicholisen. The mother has been married a 
second time,” said another neighbor. The 
story is that the daughter, fearing that her 
mother would not grace her. fashionable 
home, cast her aside entirely. I think some 
one helped the old woman, however, for she 
is said to have about $2,000 in the bank. 

In her weakened condition, Mrs. Uhrn- 
holdt’s one plea, hardly distinguisheble be- 
cause of its weakness, is that her daughter 
be brought to her.

sene Ignition. 


If Cash Allen of Griffith, Ind., wants to 
beat his own game the only thing remaining 
for him is to commune with Mount Pelee 
when the latter is in a vigorous state of erup- 
tion. Yesterday he climbed to the top ofa 
tank containing 40,000 gallone of kerosene 
and dropped a match into it. There was a 
slight atmospheric disturbance and Cash 
casually sat down over in an oat field some 
hundred yarde away and yawned 

Then Cash rose, dusted himself, and ran 
over to the telegraph station and wired to 
Huntington and Crown Point for some fire 
engines. The engines came, but the popula- 
tion of Griffith knew a better way. The cit- 
isene brought out their plows and ripped up 
a dead furrow around the town, and the oil 
blaze was stopped. Cash Allen poured some 
ointment on his person and asked if there 
was anything doing in the way of excite- 
ment. 

The population of Griffith was scared oss!- 
fied when the oil tank went skyward But 
the scare lasted only long enough to let a 
few cool get a volunteer fire depari- 
ment together. The fire department got out 
its hose and the trick was done. 

The oll tank, and Griffith, are about six 
miles from Hammond. The capacity of the 
tank, 40,000 gallons, was taxed. It belongs 
to the Standard Oil company and Cash Allen, 
the telegraph operator, was obliged to climb 
the ladder to the top, where the gauge was 
stationed, to get the daily readings. 

The officials of the oil company say the 
loss will be $50,000. There was but little 
damage to the town of Griffith, and Cash 
Allen will be around in a few days.

The other attraction was a meeting held in 
the rear auditorium of the building in the 
interest of the Jewish Consumption Relief 
association. a 

Early in the evening, while Halsted street 
was crowded with Sunday evening sight- 
seers, a leather lunged barker, a negro, 
stepped out in front of the uplift 5 cent 
theater and began to describe the wonders 
of Uncle Tom's Cabin “ as set forth in mo- 
tion pictures. The main features were the 
wonderful films and the extremely low 
price—a nickel. 


Ex-Alderman Becomes a Barker.“ 

On small, dignified cards posted about the 
building announcements of the meeting in 
the interest of the relief association were 
found, the price to which was 31. Those of 
the pedestrians who saw the announcements 
made a mentai note of the difference im the 
prices, and it was hinted many of them de- 
cided that it might be well to assist the work 
of reform in a small way first; so they entered 
the film show. Others were believed to have 
been guided by mistake into the wrong en- 
trance by the persuasive tones of the negro 
barker. 

So somebody complained to Miss Jane Ad- 
dams, whose sympathies were believed to be 
with the relief society. After a conference 
former Ald. A. J. Harris. who had worked 
hard to make the meeting a success, Sta- 
tioned himself at the front entrance of the 
building, and undertook to counterbalance 
the work of the rival barker. Asaresult the 
hall in which the meeting was held soon 
was filled. 

Relief Society’s Work Praised. 

Miss Addams told of the need for assist- 
ance to carry on the work of the relief so- 
ciety which now is maintaining a camp near

Celebrate Midsummer Eve and 
Hear N ew Minister to 
United States. 


HAS MESSAGE FROM KING. 


Herman L. F. Lagererants Praise 8 
Chicago as Being Lover 
of Progress. 


With Swedish songs and Swedish dances 
the people of the northland made merry at 
Elliott's park yesterday in celebrating the 
ancient holiday of Midsummer eve. Fully 
20,000 Swedes were on the grounds, many 
being attracted by Herman L. F. Lager- 
crantz, newly appointed Sweaish minister to 
the United States, and the guest of honor at 
the festival. 

The most important event to the younger 
set, and especially to the Swedish-American 
maidens, was the selection of the festival 
queen, or midsummer bride. This honor fell 
to Miss Esther Eklund, 1348 California ave- 
nue. She was chosen from the twenty-four 
applicants. After the election she was 
crowned with the wreath and enthroned at 
the foot of the Maypole, which was twined 
with green leaves mingled with the colors 
of Sweden and the United States. 

Minister Lagercrantz was introduced by 
George E. Q. Johnson, president of the Sven- 
eka National ferbun under the auspices 
of which the celeb was held. The min- 
ister stood within the arch of a mighty horse- 
shoe fashioned from oak leaves and bunt- 
On each side colorbearere placed the 
American and Swedish flaga 


Message from King Oscar. 

In greeting you today,.“ he said, speaking 
in his native tongue, I can do no more than 
repeat the words King Oscar said on the eve 
of my departure for America. ‘ Give this 
greeting to my beloved Swedish- Americans, 
said the king, ‘ however loyal they may be 
to their new country, in my heart they al- 
Ways will be cherished as the children of 
Sweden.’ 

Despite wonderful stories told of the 
United States, the people of the old country 
have no conception of its vastness. Just be- 
fore starting. I met an old woman in Stock- 
holm, who said she understood I was ,oing 
to America and asked me to greet Axel An- 
derson. ‘Where does he live? I asked. 
‘You'll surely meet him,’ she replied, he 
lives in Seattle.’ 

“The time is now past in Sweden when 
there are sneers for the Swedish-Americans, 
because they are mere money makers. The 
people of the old country have come to realize 
that the Swedish-Americans not only are 
moneymakers but have the love of Sweden 
in their hearts as well. And in this love for 
old Sweden there is no ledsening the loyalty 
to their adopted country. Becauge a man 
marries it does not argue that he need 
forget his old mother. In fact, the man 
who loves his old mother makes a better 
husband or sweetheart, and it is so with the 
Swedish-Americans. 


Great Progress in Sweden. 

“ Sweden is awakening, and the progress of 
the last ten yeare is greater than that of the 
precéding fifty. Mercantile and maritime 
ventures are being undertaken, but there still 
is plenty of opportunity for some Swedish- 
Americans to return and reconquer their na- 
tive land. 

“ We of Sweden like Chicago, which to us 
is the lever of progress. We like the way you 
build up fortunes here, and, moreover, we are 
glad that labor gets profits commensurate 
with its worth. I want to say that the high- 
est: praise of the Swedes that I ever heard 
came from your extraordinary president, Mr. 
Roosevelt. It was of such a character, how- 
ever, that, for fear of making you vain, I dare 
not repeat it. 

.” "Brundage Speaks for Busse. 

The first speaker was President Johnson. 
He terminated his speech by introducing 
Corporation Counsel Edward J. Brundage, 
who appeared in behalfof Mayor Busse. 
Mr. Brundage’e subject was Swedish Con- 
tribution to American Citizenship.” After 
recounting successes of the Delaware 
colony, planted in America by Gustavus 
Adolphus, he said the historian Claire had 
asserted. Washington was of Swedish de- 
scent, 

“ Sweden always has sent her best citizens 
to this country,“ said Mr. Brundage, and 
it is a proud boast indeed that less than 1 per 
cent of these immigrants cannot read. and 
write. Few realize the vast proportions of 
our Swedish population. There are in this 
country 1,400 Swedish churches and 1,000 
preachers. There are four Swedish colleges 
in America, while the combined valuation of 
Swedish educational institutions in this coun- 
try is $20,000,000. 

„ Swedes have ever been home bullders, 80 
per cent of them owning their own houses. 
A thing that few know is that one-fourth of 
the Swedes of the world are Swedish-Ameri- 
cans, and that Chicago is the second Swedish 
city. The population of Stockholm is 317,000, 
while the Swedes in Chicago number 135.000. 
Records show them to be lawabiding, hon- 
est citizens.“ 

To the thousands of Swedes, however, the 
speechmaking was only an incident. They 
availed themselves to the fullest extent of 
the recreation a day in the woods afforded. 
Men who ran the merry-go-round, the cane- 
rack, and the dancing pavilion had nothing 


to complain of. 
Many Encores for Dances. 

The national dances and songs, which pre- 
ceded the speeches, received many encores. 
These dancers were in the bright colored 
costumes which peasants of Sweden wear on 
such gala days. Of all the dances none was 
more heartily received than the skralaten. 
The six girls who took part in this were 
Brita Ekenberg, Sofie Engelf, Ella Matson, 
Gertrude Schultz, Stina Carlson, and Marie 
Johnson. 

After the regular program a cablegram of 
congratulations was sent to King Oscar, who 
was styled the illustrious monarch of the 
fatherland” by the 25,000 Swedes in whose 
name the message was sent. 

The celebration of midsummer eve has 
been an annual event in Sweden for so long 
its origin is lost in obscurity. Itis said, how- 
ever, it was a time of feasting of the Druids, 
corresponding in summer to the Yuletide of 
winter. Its celebration in America is ag 
nearly like that held throughout Sweden as 
possible. 

The Swedish singing societies celebrated 
the festival in a similar manner at Columbia 


park.

Clarence Darrow, as attorney for Haywood, 
will say that his client is not only not guilty 
of conspiracy to assassinate Frank Steunen- 
berg, a former governor of Idaho, but that 
Haywood is in fact the victim of a conspiracy 
to disrupt_the Western Federation of Min- 
ers and, under the guise of legalprocedure, 
condemn to death the chief omcers of the 
federation, of which Haywood is the sec- 
retary and one of his codefendants under 
the indictment is the president. 


Much Praise for Haywood. 

Mr. Darrow’s address to the jury, pre- 
senting the outline of the evidence he pro- 
poses to introduce and the position he hopes 
to be able to prove, probably will take up 
most of the day. Court meets at 10 o’clock 
and takes a recess at noon. 

He will assert that Haywood, by sheer 
force of character, rose from the humble po- 
sition of a miner working for day wages 
to become the secretary and treasurer of a 
labor organization with upward of 50,000 
members. He will show that Haywood was 
elected to office by the members of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners through successive 
terms of office because of his ability and his 
honesty. He will point out that the per- 
sonal character of the man has not bee 
assailed, but that a conspiracy has been 
charged. 


Motive for Conspiracy. 

He will charge a conspiracy on the part 
of the Mine Owners’ association, with a large 
membership and unlimited money behind it, 
who, finding the Western Federation of Min- 
ers inimical to themineowners, plotted to 
wreck the western federation and by con- 
spiracy with detectives and others create 
such feeling against the federation that gov- 
ernors of states and even the federal gov- 
ernment would be willing to help the mine- 
owners to drive the members of the fed- 
eration from the land. 

It will be asserted that the Orchard story 
is true only in that the crimes were com- 
mitted. In his speech to the court on Sat- 
urday last Mr. Darrow intimated that there 
was not even proof, other than the state- 
ment of Orchard, that Orchard committed 
the crimes he has enumerated.

Manifesto by Monarchists.

LISBON, June 23.—Monarchist party lead- 
ers and others opposed to the present state 
government by decree assembled today to 
discuss the situation. It is understood en- 
ergetic action wae decided on. The mon- 
archist party issued a manifesto, which said: 

„Let us cease making representations to 
the crown, since those are shown to be use- 
less. Let us pledge ourselves to the nation 
to secure the adoption of serious guarantees 
insuring the rights of individuals and the 
stability of the constitution.” 

It ig reported that the premier will be suc- 
ceeded by a coalition ministry headed by the 
independent vilhema. No further rioting is 
reported. 

The newspapers Paiz and Mundo have been 
suspended and several political clubs closed.

It is stated that Premier Franco asked 
the king to suspend constitutional guaran- 
tees, but his majesty is not inclined to take 
this extreme step.

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BERLIN, June 23.—An accurate record of 
motor accidents and their causes is kept in 
this country, and an analysis of the statis- 


Sept. 80 last there were 2,200 automobile ac- 
cidents in Germany, of which 678 caused in- 
jury to persons 

The number of persons killed and wounded 
amounted to 1,570, including fifty-one killed 
Of the latter, nine were chauffeurs, nine pas- 
sengers of the automobiles, and thirty-three 
other persons. 


Causes of Mishaps Given. 

In 1,024 cases the cause of the accident 
was determined, and in 488 of these too 
rapid running or failure to give the alarm 
signal was given as the cause. In other 
cases 220 were caused by unskillful steering, 
26 through disregard of stop signals, 53 
through failure of brakes, 174 through lack 
of proper precaution on the part of persons 
on the streets or roads, 48 through slippery 
pavements, 20 through breakage of parts 
of the machine, and five through explosions. 
Suits were broughr in the courts in 605 cases, 
and of these 625 were against chauffeurs. 


Number of Machines 27,026. . 

On Jan. 1 there were 27,026 automobiles, 
including motorcycles, in Germany. Of this 
total 1,211 automobiles were used for dray- 
age and similar purposes, and of the remain- 
ing 25,8156 machines 16,700 were motorcycles, 
and only 10,115 automobiles in the usual 
sense. More than half of the latter were of 
eight horse power. 

In the city of Berlin there are 2,408 auto- 
mobiles of all kinds. Of the total above

British Premier Will Intro- 
duce Resolution in House 
of Commons. 


ONLY A PRELUDE TO WAR 


| Campaign to Curtail Power of 


Peers Means a Long Drawn 
Out Contest. 


LONDON, June 28.—The consideration of 
the resolutions which Premier Campbell- 
Bannerman will move in the house of com- 
mone tomorrow for the clipping of the wings 
of the house of lords begins what likely will 
develop one of the greatest political issues in 
the history of Great Britain. The premier 
calle the resolution the preface to the 
volume.” It is as follows: 

“ That in order to give effect to the will of 
the people as expressed by their elected 
representatives it is necessary that the power 
of the other house to alter or upset bills 
passed by this house should be restricted by 
law so as to secure that within the limits of a 
single parklament the final decision of the 
house of commons shall prevail.” 


Paves Way for Issue. 

The government proposes only to adopt this 
resolution this session. It had expected to 
carry the Irish councils bills in the commons 
and have the lords reject it, when it would 
have been provided with a specific grievance, 
which would have paved the way for a bill 
carrying into effect the curtailment of the 
power of the house of lords. 

It is foreseen, however, that the lords prob- 
ably will veto some popular measures next 
session. Then the government will try to 
arouse public opinion to support its program 
so strongly that the house of lords will be 
forced to accept some measure of reform. 
It is improbable that this result will be 
reached without another campaign, and per- 
haps more than one, but the liberals confi- 
dently count upon ultimately obtaining a 
mandate from the voters so ironclad that 
the house of lords cannot resist it. 


Life Appointment Suggested. 

The form the change will take is problem- 
atical, but the appointment for life of peers 
is one of the plans most urged. Bringing the 
upper house into closer pathy with the 
masses by referendum is a different solution 
of the difficulty, which is finding strong sup- 
porters. Their plan provides that when there 
is a definite deadlock the two houses submit 
the legislation to a popular vote, the result 
of which will be final.

WANTS SMALL PARKS EXTENDED 


Graham R. Taylor Declares North and 
West Sides to Be in Greatest 
Need. 


The need of extending the mall park ” 
system of Chicago to the north and west 
sides was strongly urged by Graham R. Tay- 
lor of Chicago commons yesterday after- 
noon in an address delivered at the Central 
T. M. C. A. 

“The south park system,“ said Mr. Tay- 
lor, “4s one of the most magnificent of its 
kind. The parks are strategically located 
about the centers of industry and their man- 
agement is good.. But the real need of the 
city is on the north and west sides, in the 
areas of greatest congestion. 

“Chicago tenement districts do not have 
so many inhabitants to the acre as has New 
York, but the crowding in the rooms is 
greater even than in the most congested 
parts of the former city. Moreover, the 
Chicago tenement house laws are inadequate 
to enforce sufficient open space in the lote 
on which tenements are built.’’

Judge Cleland Places Fault on 
Owners of Tenements and 
Licensed Liquor. 


PLEADS FOR EX-CONVICT. 


Declares Harshness of Society a 
Damper on Man Who Goes 
Wrong” and Repents. 


Municipal Judge McKenzie Cleland before 
the Epworth bible class of the Western 
Avenue Methodist Episcopal church yester- 
day afternoon held the government officials 
and wealthy real estate owners as much re- 
sponsible for crime as the actual offender. 
He advocated the arrest of those owning 
filthy tenement houses, and intimated that 
| there was political interference with a plan 
he had proposed to utilize the patrol wagons 
of the city hauling to the police station 
persons collecting exorbitant rents from the 


poor. 

He also told his listeners how he had in- 
duced a boys’ baseball club to give up a 
saloon as their meeting place and use his 
courtroom as a headquarters instead. 

He said he would not harrow the souls of 
his hearers by going into the details of 
prison life,“ and that to tell them what he 
had observed on a visit to the Ghetto would 
„ make them so sick that it would be neces- 
sary to carry them out of the church.“ Ac- 
cordingly, he touched upon these matters 


~ 


only in a general way, he said. 


Tells Success of Parole. 

“The criminal can be reached if properly 
gone after,“ he said. Out of 600 men, boys, 
women, and girls that I have put on parole, 
only fifty of them fell down.’ In my plar 
I feel that my conscience has been satisfied. 
Far better that than to imprison them to have 
them come out to find themselves worse for 
the world and the world worse for them. 

The construction of our laws makes easy 
the escape of many criminals. The theory 
of law is that it is better for ninety-nine 
guilty to escape than one innocent to suffer. 
But do not understand me to say that we 
can get along without prisons. They are 
as necessary as the bottomless pit becauss 
there are people who will not fit any place 
else. 

“TI received a letter from a prisoner who 
has been in Sing Sing for twenty-two years. 
He killed his child, which he dearly loved, 
while in a drunken stupor, and never knew 
anything about the crime until the next day. 
Now, then, the state assisted him to get drunk 
by licensing the saloon. Those responsible 
for that are as much criminal ag he, but he 
must suffer with his poor family. Everybody 
knows that the sale of liquor is wrong, but 


everybody won't say 80. 


Finds Evil Lodging Conditions. 

“The Maxwell street station district, where 
I hold court, has a population of 300,000 of 
thirty different nationalities. Ina recent 
tour through the district I found horrible 
conditions. In one room, fourteen feet 
square, there were eight single and two 
double beds. Twelve men and women slept 
in that one room. The filth on the doors, 
windows, and everywhere was a constant 
testimony to violation of the law. In one place 
the only clean thing was a baseball bat that 
had been purchased just a few minutes be- 
fore. The surroundings are to blame for 
crime, and the wealthy people who thrive on 
the exorbitant rents from these poor ought 
to be locked up instead. Why such condi- 
Mons exist I haven't been able to get on to’ 
yet. There still are many things mysterious 
to me. 

“One of the charity workers complained to 
me that she frequently reported to the health 
department and other city officials that the 
laws were being violated in the tenement 
houses. I told her she would not have to 
submit to such conditions longer, that she 
furnish me with a complete list of all the 
property owncrs, and that I would lock them 
all up if it took every patrol wagon in the 
city and made a procession four squares long. 
I have not seen her since. Maybe she met 
the alderman around the corner. I don't 
know. The children there are now sleeping 
upon the sidewalks.”

A TAME CONVENTION. 

The public lands convention which met 
at Denver last week was not so. warlike 
a body as was promised. It did not de- 
nounce the policy of the administration 
in regard to forest reservations and the 
general system of dealing with the public 
lands.. It went no further than to “ just 
hint a fault and hesitate dislike.” The 
men who got up the convention would 
have liked to put more vigor into the 
resolutions, but they came to the reluc- 
tant conclusion that the majority of the 
citizens of the states represented were 
opposed to such a course. 

It is the natural desire of the trans- 

missouri states that the government lands 
shall pass with the least delay into the 
hands of private owners who will settle 
on and improve them. That meaus 
growth in population and in taxable 
wealth. The thought that the national 
government may remain indefinitely the 
owner of vast tracts of land over which 
the states within whose bounds they lie 
cannot have jurisdiction is not an at- 
tractive one to those states. 
All the way from Nebraska to Oregon 
there are men who have been engaged 
in plundering the public domain. Many 
of them have been caught at it and have 
been made to disgorge. They are in a 
fine fury, and so are others who had in- 
tended to seize mineral, timber, or graz- 
ing lands, and find in the policy of the 
administration a serious obstacle. All 
these men have been raising the cry that 
that policy was detrimental to the devel- 
opment of the western states and de- 
prived their citizens of a number of 
natural rights. 

The people have been smart enough to 
see through these professions of devotion 
to their interests. -They would like to 
see the government lands reduced to pri- 
vate ownership, but do not wish them 
to pass in great blocks into the hands of 
corporations. They are beginning to ap- 
preciate the wisdom of the forest reser- 
vation plan and the permanent injury 
which would ensue if the timber thieves 
were to be allowed to monopolize the 
forests. 

If the people of the states concerned 
had been less intelligent the resolutions 
of the Denver convention would have 
been violent. It was the intention of the 
organizers of the gathering that they 
should be, but it was discovered that 
popular sentiment would not sanction It. 


SAVINGS BANKS. 

President Rawson of the Union Trust 
company, speaking before the Gen. James 
Shields Council of the Knights of Colum- 
bus the other evening, gave an interesting 
account of the way in which savings banks 
are conducted and showed how they afford 
a test of the prosperity of the community 
and also are one of the most efficient 
means of enhancing that prosperity. 

Opening an account in a savings bank is 
a simple matter.. There is nothing sim- 
pler unless it is opening a savings bank. 
Some people who ought to begin to save 

are afraid to put their money in savings 
sei ts because such banks have been 
known to fail. They must remember that 
under the laws of the state any person 
has a right to open an office and call it 
a bank. The cautious person will avoid 
anything calling itself a bank unless it 
has a state charter and is regularly in- 
spected by the state miners. If the 
bank is not one of the kind known as a 
one man bank, in which the chief pro- 
moter is known to be engaged in outside 
enterprises of his own for which a large 
amount of capital is required, if the bank 
has been established long enough for a 
good reputation to be acquired, and if the 
bankAs a member of the Chicago clearing 
house and subjected to the inspection of 
a representative of the other cago 
banks, it is a safe one to deal with. 

Depositors themselves, said Mr. Raw- 
son, do not always understand the impor- 
tance their savings assume in the com- 
mercial life of the community. The man 
who saves by hiding his money is not act- 
ing to his own advantage, because he loses 
the interest he might be receiving and 
assumes all risk of loss by burglary or 
fire. But he is also injuring the commu- 
nity by withdrawing money from circula- 
tion. It is estimated that in starting a 
new business it takes $1,000 capital for 
each man put to work in a factory. The 
savings of many people are put together 
in a savings bank and loaned on good se- 
curity to the men who are building up 
the. business of the country. Railroads 
and other corporations borrow money and 
give bonds which these banks hold. Mer- 
chants borrow money with which to in- 
crease their stock or make other needed 
improvements. One thousand dollars in a 
stocking is dead and buried, $1,000 in a 
bank \is alive and working hard; it gives 
its owner a profit and gives another man 
employment by which he may earn a liv- 
ing. To deposit money in a savings bank 
is the most profitable form of benevolence 
or the most unselfish form of selfishness. 
The owner has his money and the com- 
munity has it, too. 


THE READY RESPONSE. 

Illinois is a patriotic commonwealth. 
This fact has appeared many times in the 
past when patriotism was a sentiment 
which demanded action. The Prairie 
state has always been unwilling to be be- 
hind any of the sister states. And yet 
it is surprising to note the quick response 
to the mere mention of the desirability of 
a stand of colors for the battleship called 
the IIIinois.“ The first man who was 
willing to spend a little time in passing 
a subscription paper was able to raise 
nearly $40 on two floors of an office build- 
ing. A woman's club in one of the sub- 
urbs at once voted money for the same 
purpose. 

The promptness of the response to a 
suggestion affords another illustration of 
the ease with which funds may be se- 
cured when some specific thing is called 
to public attention whien has about it 
that which appeals to sentiment or inter- 
est. There have been frequent references 
in the papers to the gifts made by people 
of one state or another to the battleship 
bearing its name. “ What other states do 
Illinois should do” is an effective argu- 
ment. Given a suggestion and some one 
willing to undertake the canvass, and 
the securing of the fund is an easy mat-

Formerly the names of the candidates were 
published prior to the election, and those 
who had managed to get in were printed after 
the election in the papers. But the 
defeated candidates, as well as their friends, 
complained so bitterly of the humiliation of 
being thus to all intents and purposes pro- 
claimed to the world as having been black- 
balled that a policy of secrecy was inau- 
gurated. The names of the candidates up 
for election nowadays are not even posted 
up in the clubhouse at Newmarket. 

The practice is for the proposer and the 
seconder of a candidate to send formal notice 
of his candidature to the Jockey club official 
known as the keeper of the match book. He 
forwarde to all members of the club the va- 
rious particulars which he has received con- 
cerning the candidate a fortnight before the 


day on which the election takes place. 


The late duke of Hamilton wae twice 
blackballed, and was only admitted to the 
Jockey club when he came up for the third 
time, owing to an urgent and personal ap- 
peal by the late Admiral Rous, the most pop- 
ular and influential member of the club, who 
pointed out to the duke’s opponents the loss 
which would be sustained by the turf gen- 
erally, and. by Newmarket in particular, 
if the duke were again blackballed, as he 
had announced his intention of giving up 
racing in England altogether in that event. 

— 

Dukes, by the bye, were formerly much 
more prominent in the racing world of Eng- 
land than they are today. The colors of the 
dukes of Hamilton, Bedford, St. Albans, 
Grafton, Richmond, Beaufort, Leeds, Rut- 
land, and Devonshire have disappeared from 
the turf. True, the duke of Devonshire is 
often to be seen at race courses, but the duke 
of Portland, although he still owns a racing 
stable, rarely puts in an appearance at any 


| meetings. In fact, the only duke who still 
manifesta. any enthusiasm about racing is 


the young duke of Westminster. 

I have on several occasions been asked 
where a list could be found of the members 
of the Jockey club. It is pudliched an- 
nually in the Racing Calendar, issued by the 
Weatherbys, which likewise contains the 
rules of racing enforced by the club and the 
colors registered by its members. For those 
who do not manage to secure a copy of the 
Racing Calendar, there is another way of 
ascertaining who does and who does not 
belong to the Jockey club. It is by perusing 
the list issued-from Buckingham palace of 
King Edward's guests at his annual Derby 
day dinner. On these occasions only mem- 
bers.of the. Jockéy club are Invited, and the 
names are also recorded of those who have 
been asked to the dinner, but have been un- 
able, for one reason or another, to comply 
with the commands of the monarch. 

This list of the king’s guests has on more 
than one occasion constituted the firet pub- 
lic intimation of the fact that a member of 
the Jockey club had been dropped. The only 
guests not of the Jockey club present at this 
dinner are the lords and gentiemen in wait- 
ing on the king and on the royal princes at 
the banquet; and the report cabled to this 
country to the effect. that the king had pur- 
posely slighted Richard Croker by neglecting 
to invite him to thie royal Derby day dinner 
was ) poder the otrqumetasogs ridiculous.

Two of the grandest houses in France are 
about to be united once again through the 
marriage of Marguerite de la Rochefou- 
cauld, granddaughter of the old duc de la 
Rochefoucauld-Doudeauville, to the prince 
de Tonnay-Charente, only son and heir of the 
twelfth duc de Mortemart. The duc de la 
Rochefoucauld-Doudeauville is president of 
the Jockey club of France. The maternal 
grandfather of the bride, the duc de la Tre- 
moille, was until last year president of the 
smart Club de la Rue Royale, while the duc 
de Mortemart is the president of the Cercle 
Agricole, popularly known as the Pomme 
de Terre, and which is composed of the old 
territorial aristocracy, extremely conserva- 
tive, and most exclusive. These are the 
characteristics, too, of its president, the 
duc de Mortemart, who, since he left the 
army after graduating at St. Cyr, and serv- 
ing for a time as officer of cavalry, has ab- 
stained from taking any part in public life, 
dividing his leisure between philanthropic 
enterprises and historical researches, and in- 
dicating his disapproval of the present sys- 
tem of government by remaining entirely 
aloof from politics. He is a handsome, state- 
ly man, and is endowed with a good deal of 
that wit and cleverness for which his family 
have from time immemorial been celebrated. 
One of its most famous members was Atenais 
de Mortemart, daughter of Duke Gabriel de 
Mortemart, and who succeeded Mme. de la 
Valliere as the favorite of King Louis XIV., 
over whose heart she reigned for fourteen 
long years, bearing him eight children, in- 
cluding the duc du Maine and the comte de 
Toulouse, before being supplanted in the 
affections of the Roi Soleil by her chil- 
dren’s governess, Mme. de Maintenon. 

— 

The duc de Mortemart is rich through his 
wife, who died three years ago, and who 
as a comtesse d’Hunolstein had inherited 
a considerable share of the Uzes fortune. 
Strictly speaking, the Mortemarts became 
extinct as far back as in the thirteenth cen- 
tury, when Alix de Mortemart, the last of 
her Une, became the wife of Aymery de 
Rochechouart, who assumed both her name 
and her armorial bearings. The head of the 
family wae subsequently raised to the rank 
of marquis de Mortemart, and later on, in 
1640, toe-be duke of Mortemart. The second 
duke was the famous commander of that 
name who was viceroy of Sicily, and who 
won his baton of marechal de France by his 
brilliant victories over the Spaniards on both 
sea and land. ‘The tenth duke was an ald

The essays, as may be seen, are perticutarly 
adapted for the young man’s reading. The 
thought may not be remarkable for its orig- 
finality, but the spirit which permeates the 
essays is one of lofty ambition, thought, and 
living, and thé author has the faculty of re- 
lating an anecdote in a telling manner. He 
makes it appeal to the mind of the boy. 

The style of the book Is so simple and direct 
and full of interest to the boy or young man 
whose thoughts turn to these subjects. And 
though it may lack in that ineffable charm 
which, all essays require to be ideal—and 
they dre as difficult of attainment as the 
ideal sonnet—still, one cannot read this little 
book without an appreciation of the kindly 
attitude, of the desire of inspiring manii- 
ness in its readers, which it emanates.

For the student of comparative folklore Mr. 
Thomas G. Thrum’s collection of HA- 
WAHAN FOLK TALES ” (McClurg) may be 
of interest, for it is sald that such collections 
ure not many, and the Hawalian of the 
rresent day knows comparatively little of the 
tales which his grandfathers builded to ac- 
count for ths existence of himself and the 
world and the life about him. Such legendary 
ideas as are given here tally well with the 
primitive ideas of creation, life, and death 
which are universal. But the Hawalian tales 
are wholly lacking in the poetry and imagery 
that distinguishes the tales of other peoples, 
even those of our own Indians. These 
legends are weighed down, as it were, by 
some unseen force; as if their All-Spirit were 
a Caliban, who gives no inspiration to wor- 
ship or to joy. The book is handsomely 
printed and generously illustrated, though 
the illustrations are disappointing if one 
hoped for a glimpse of tropical vegetation 
and the beautiful scenery of the island. 


“ FOLKLORE OF WOMEN ” (A. c. Me- 
Clurg & Co.), by T. F. Thistleton Dyer, is a 
book which appeals not only to him who is in- 
terested in folklore, but to every one who has 
any interest or curiosity in what has been 
said of women in the centuries since thoughts 
have been written. For, from the folklore, 
superstitions, and poetry of many lands and 
ages the author has gathered his material 
and under such heads of Woman's Char- 
acteristies, Woman's Beauty.“ Wom- 
an's Eyes, Woman's Goodness,” Wom- 
an's Tears,“ etc., he hag grouped it. In the 
attractiveness of its arrangement much of 
the excellence of the book lies. One has no 
idea of the interest such a book has until he 
reads it, nor until then does he realize how 
his own ideas have been influenced by these 
superstitions.

When 7 years old the author of “ FOREST 
FRIENDS” (A. C. McClurg & Co.) was 
taken to live in the midst of the wilderness 
on the shore of Lake Michigan. His curi- 
osity, then his interest, was aroused by the 
inhabitants of the wild, and when he found 
that he could not rely upon the information 
given him by his elders he set about obtain- 
ing it for himself. There were a goodly 
number of animals then, from ruffled grouse 
to panthers, lynxes, and foxes. The book, 
while half a plea for the rearing of boys in the 
open, is rather a reminiscence of experiences 
the author likes to remember. The narrative 
is interesting, but we miss the intimacy with 
the wild animals and the enthusiasm of books 
by other authors which hold the reader in 
a spell, 


That masterpiece. of classical romance 
George Eliot’s ‘“ROMOLA,” has been put

Newspaper Stirs Up Prejudice. 

A recent article in the South China Ga- 
zette, which has a large if not the largest 
circulation of any native paper in the em- 
pire, is characteristic of the sensational tone 
of the vernacular press. This article de- 
scribes the evils which may be expected to 
follow the installation of the railbwaysystem, 
and proposes a boycott, with a subtle sugges- 
tion of more drastic measures should the 
boycott prove ineffectual 

The article points out the danger which will 
result from so many. jinrikisha men being 
thrown out, and also emphasizes the prob- 
able loss to commerce because of the inabil- 
ity of pedestrians to use the streets on 
which the tramway runs. After making 
the statement that from 5,000 to 6,000 persons 
have been killed by the electric railways in 
Tokio, the writer takes up the matter of 
live wires with a wise show of technical

Queer Views of Electricity. 

“During a storm of lightning or rain,” 
this writer says, the electricity of the cars 
and that of the air will unite and passengers 
om the trains will be unable to leave them, 
whatever efforts they make. If he should 
not take precautions and should hecarry any 
metal article, such as an umbrella with an 
tron handle, etc., and should touch one of 
the overhead wires, the electric force will 
descend, his brain fibers will be disintegrated, 
and he will tncontinently: perish.“ 

Careful and extended inquiry among the 
foreign residents who have been long in 
China and who are familiar with the lan- 
guage and enjoy facilities for securing a fair- 
ly correct reflection of native sentiment dis- 
closes a general feeling of uneasiness. 

Many of these men frankly admit that 
they anticipate rioting, especially if, as is to 
be expected, two or three natives should be 
killed or injured by the cars when they first 
begin to run. The same view is shared by 
a number of the more intelligent young 
Chinese reformers, They anticipate incipient 
riots, but do not believe they will assume the 
proportions of a serious outbreak. 

As the foreigners are well advised of the 
situation, and there are always gunboats in 
the harbor, it is hardly likely that any 
trouble could get out of hand.

Crowded Streets the Trouble. 

While an electric railway system was in- 
stalled in Tientsin without any demonstra- 
tiona on the part of the natives, it should 
be remembered that conditions are different 
in this city. In Tientsin the native element 
still remembers the visitation of the allies, 
and then, too, a large part of both the for- 

eign concession and the native city was d 
stroyed by fire during the boxer 1 
It was rebuilt on more open Hnes, with wider 
and straighter streets, giving plenty of room 

for traffic, as well as for the railway tracks. 
Shanghai, on the contrary, is closely built 
and populous. The native city, which is 
still surrounded by walls, has not a single 
street which will exceed fifteen feet in width, 
while many of them are not more than from 
six to ten feet. | ; 


* — 
Accidents Seem Inevitable. 

In the foreign city the bund is the finest 
and broadest ‘thoroughfare, The street 
proper is from fifty to fifty-five feet in width, 
and is jammed with jinrikishas and carriages 
in the daily traffic. Thetrolleys Will run 
through this street, and certainly will drive 
about half the jinrikishas and carriages from 
the bund. Broadway, anather important 
street, has a width of twenty feet for the 
street proper.’ Ninghong road, down which 
will be the street cars, also is a crowded 
street, twenty to twenty-four feet wide. At 
the switch or siding, where the track broad- 
ens out into two, in order to enable cars to 
pass, there is less than four feet.left between 
the street cars and the sidewalk. All of the 
streets on which the cars run teem with peo- 
ple and traffic. 

The sidewalks are but narrow strips of 
paving, and in some sections none exist at 
all. The presence of cars naturally will cause 
much congestion, and the probability of acci- 
dents is great. 


ELECTRIC HOUSECLEANING. 
: [From the Technical World.! 

Almost every city now boasts of one or 
more professional housecleaners. A tele- 
phone call and the man who makes a business 
of electrical hygienic ‘housecleaning will 
assume all the responsibility, hard work., and 
profanity of the bi-annual reign of terror in 
the home. 

The old method of stirring up the dust and 
allowing it to resettle is now obsolete. The 
new housecleaning apparatus sucks up the 
dust and germs through tubes from floors, 
upholstery, carpets, rugs, and any other 
place where it accumulates, and collects it in 
a receptacle. In addition to its hygienic per- 
fection, this scheme has the advantage of 
ease and cheapness. The exhaust collector is 
driven by asmall electric motor. 

A large number of theaters, office buildings, 
churches, and private residences are being 
equipped with individual housecleaning sys- 
tems. The exhaust and dust collector are 
conveniently located in the basement and 
connected by piping with the various rooms 
hers suitable fiexfble connections can be 
ma 

Not only can the house be cleaned by elec- 
tricity, but it can be kept clean by electricity. 
Just as the electric light has banished the 
smoky and ill smelling kerosene oil lamp, 
so will electricity ultimately take the place 
of the dirty cook stove. Then the cooking 
wil be done by. electricity and the laundry 
work will be accomplished by the same agent. 
Small motors will be used to drive the floor 
polishers and carpet sweepers, the sewing ma- 
chines, fans, ventilators, and the dumb wait- 
ers. The houses will be heated by electricity 
instead of the bothersome, dusty furnace, 
and the home will be cleaner, healthier, and 
more comfortable.

Turfmen at Cincinnati Blame Kentucky 
Racing Association for Its Edict 
Relating to Purses. 


Cincinnati, O., June 23.—[Special.)—The after- 
math of Saturday's $10,000 handicap deals prin- 
cipaly with the emphatic manner in which it was 
shown that the west has been bereft this year 
of its best horses, which have been taken east and 
north. 


Among horsemen Tileing’s defeat of the strong- 
est geld of twelve horses that could be gotten to- 
gether here just now is regarded as one more 
argument against the Kentucky racing commis- 
sion’s edict that no purse shall be less than $500, 
with its boomerang that the racing association 
does not feel it can offer reasonable purses for 
the better class of horses.

As the summer progresses it 
is becoming mere and more evident that there are 
ey A western horses of nice class running for

most unanimous that Latonia could offer a purse 
of $1,000 every day if the racing commission's 
edict did not make it imperative to offer 6800 
for horses for which §400 would be more than 
ample. 

In a nutshell the situation is that there are 
twelve of fifteen races each week for which 6400 
would be quite good enough, and the $100 saved 
on each would enable the Latonia management 
to offer $1,000 on each of the four days for which 
there is no stake to be run. 

It is admitted that Tileing is a good little colt,
